Compared to the slaughter of the
Beven Years' War, and the best con-
tested flelds of the Napoleonle period,
this Is very llttle, indeed. At Zorndorf
the NMussians left 21,000 out of 52,000 on
the ground, and, this s undoubtedly
the bloodiest battle recorded since the
introductron of portable fireanms,
Eylau, Friedland, Wagram and Boro
dino all exceed the figures for any
pitched battle sinece the breechloader
appeared in the field, Moreover, the
horror of the whole thing 1s not to be
measured by flgures of percentage
only, but by the density In which the
killed and wounded lie, and the fate
of the latter afterwards, In a modern
battle 20,000 men would fall on an aren
of abhout twenty square miles; at
Zorndorf the 21,000 Ttussians and 12,-
000 Prussiang lay on & single square
mile, and of the wounded, not one in
three survived; whereas In 1850 nine
out of ten rvecovered, and the Prussian
medical staff anticipated even better
results next time

But death on the battlefield Is by far

the least of the two evils the soldler
has to face. There is death on the
line of march and In hospitals along

the road. Whereas, formerly, particu-
larly under Napoleon, ten would die by
the way for one who fell in aection. In
the last Franco-German war only ane
man died of digease for two killed in
action. Indesd the health of men in

the full prime of life was actually
alightly better in the fleld than in
quarters.

more of them, because every able-
bodied man being trained for war,the
regigtance will be more prolonged
